‘Earthquakes in the Holy Land: Historical, 


Archaeological and Biblical Evidence’

The city of Jericho in the Holy 
Land is the oldest settlement 
known to man and, unlike any 
other place on earth, has a histori- 
cal record that extends back 
approximately 10,000 years. As a 
result of this unique historical 
record, we are able to trace the 
evidence of seismic activity back 
to biblical times. 

On July 11, 1927, a strong earth- 
quake shook the town of Jericho. 
The earthquake produced records 
at seismological stations in Europe, 
South Africa, North America and 
the USSR. The amplitude of the 
recorded seismic waves indicated 
an earthquake of about 6.5 on the 
Richter scale, comparable to one 
which occurred in Southern 
California in 1971. 

The 1927 earthquake is the only 
sizable event along this fault that 
has been instrumentally recorded 
but scientists can utilize historical, 
biblical, and archaelogical evidence 
to help augment their findings.

The pattern of destruction of this 
more recent event reflects with 
remarkable similarity the historical 
descriptions of the earthquakes 
that have occurred in this area 
during the last 2000 years. 

In this lecture, Dr. Amos Nur of 
Stanford University’s Department of 
Geophysics, will discuss these 
events, including the liklihood of 
earthquakes causing the destruction 
of Masada (the last Jewish strong- 
hold against the Roman armies), the 
collapse of the walls of Jericho dur- 
ing Joshua’s siege about 1000 B.C., 
and the dusty demise of Sodom and 
Gomorrah around 2000 B.C. Dr. Nur 
will reconstruct the pattern of 
damaging earthquakes on the 
Jericho fault showing that, although 
the recording methods have 
changed, the seismic events con- 
tinue. Join the Academy on Wednes- 
day, June 13 and again on Thurs- 
day, June 14 for a provocative 
perspective on the seismic history 
of the Holy Land.
